View one, learning to pronounce words, is based on the assump- 
tion that “breaking the code” or learning to “sound out” words is the 
most essential skill for students.

View two, learning to identify words and get their meanings, is

At each meeting with 
your young partner, invite the child to select something to read to you. 
Let the child know you expect to hear why he or she picked this selec- 
tion to read for you. Therefore, at each meeting, before you begin to

The small group setting provides an opportunity for you to see

group in a literature circle. First, consult the teacher for suggestions to 
identify appropriate books. You should also talk with the child to find 
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When the circle meets the first time, the group will need to agree 
upon meeting times, the amount to have read for each meeting, and a 
final date for having the book finished. Peterson and Eeds (1990) sug- 
gest using a literature study contract, which could look something like 
this. 

Through the collabora- 
tive work of the group, time is spent contemplating meaning, and 
digesting it. Group members help each other begin to see where previ- 
ously they may have only looked.

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knowledge of various texts makes it easier to make meaning of new 
texts and to help readers realize that some themes cut across the 
human experience. The connections to personal experience help 
readers to bring meaning to the text in order to make sense of the 
text. Recognizing our personal experiences in the stories of others

How Would You Use Them? 

As mentioned above, picture books have a wide variety of uses. You 
might read them aloud. In that case your purpose might be to expose 
your partner to beautiful language or well-crafted writing in telling a 
story. You might use them to introduce a concept, extend an idea or 
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The process of producing your own ABC book might involve search- 
ing through magazines, class lists, picture files, and such. It might 
involve having a small group come together for a brainstorming ses- 
sion. The book you and your partner produce may have only the capi- 
tal letter and the name of the item featured. It could include 
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experience, thought, spoken language, and written language. You 
begin with something concrete, say baking cookies or making fresh 
lemonade. The child or group and you would talk through the event as 
it happens. You might make notes as you go or you may wait until 
afterwards before writing anything. After the cookies are baked and 
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could serve as the scribe yourself and write a list of information to be 
included. Next, talk through the sequence of the information and note 
what should be used in which order. Then generate a beginning and 
take down a written account. While doing all this, remember that your 
primary purpose here is to generate a text to read. All the while, you

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Well, if you read through the three passages you probably found 
that as a reader, you rely quite heavily upon your experiences and your 
knowledge of language. And you may have noticed that context cues 
found in the text (meaning and grammar) helped as well. Clearly, this 
demonstrates that readers make use of world knowledge and word 
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tables, and graphs. You may also find it useful to demonstrate scanning 
for using glossaries, indexes, or tables of contents. 

Skimming is a strategy usually used by readers who are inter- 
ested in getting an overview of the story or information presented. To 
skim a selection the reader might read headings, the first two sen- 
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headings and words in bold. Here, the purpose is not about gaining 
an overview or building some cumulative understanding of the 
whole. Instead, when scanning the reader is searching for a clue that 
will help to zero in on something more specific. This strategy is 
guided by a specific need for a particular piece of information. As
